What  Is  FMSS? 

The  Field  Medical  Surveillance  System  (FMSS),  is  intended  for  use  at  the  first  echelons  of  care, 
and  was  designed  to  help  detect  emerging  health  problems  that  might  occur  during  foreign 
deployments  or  conflicts. 


Incorporation  of  the  GIDEON  Database 

Using  an  interface  specific  to  military  requirements,  the  system  incorporates  the  Global 
Infectious  Disease  and  Epidemiology  Network  (GIDEON),  a  well-known  knowledge  base  for 
infectious  and  parasitic  diseases.  GIDEON  is  the  product  of  more  than  13  years  of  intensive 
collaboration  between  specialists  in  infectious  diseases,  epidemiology,  and  microbiology.  The 
knowledge  base  covers  330  infectious  and  parasitic  diseases,  including  their  symptomatology 
(see  Appendix  A  for  a  list  of  diseases  included  in  GIDEON)  from  over  205  countries. 
GIDEON  is  designed  to  help  diagnose  most  of  the  world’s  infectious  diseases  based  on  the 
signs,  symptoms,  and  laboratory  findings  that  you  enter  for  your  patient.  FMSS  also  has  a 
comprehensive  list  of  injuries,  noninfectious  diseases,  and  mental  illnesses  that  can  be  selected 
without  the  need  for  detailed  symptomatology  (see  Appendix  B  for  a  list  of  diseases  included  in 
the  FMSS  database). 


FMSS  Features 

FMSS  can  help  determine  incidence  rates;  project  short-term  trends;  profile  the  characteristics 
of  the  affected  population  by  person,  time,  and  place;  track  mode  of  disease  transmission;  and 
generate  various  graphs  and  reports.  The  system  also  provides  some  on-line  medical  references, 
such  as  the  Control  oj  Communicable  Diseases  Manual  (CCDM),  Tri-Service  Exportable  Events  Guidelines 
and  Case  Definitions  (TSRE),  and  select  reports  from  the  Armed  Forces  Medical  Intelligence 
Center’s  (AFMIC)  Medical  Environmental  Disease  Intelligence  and  Countermeasures  (MEDIC)  CD- 
ROM. 


FMSS  Interface 

FMSS  is  composed  of  six  main  menus.  Similar  commands  are  grouped  under  each  of  the  main 
menus.  The  following  defines  the  purpose  of  each  of  the  six  main  menus  in  FMSS.

Installing  FMSS 

Installing  FMSS  is  simple.  The  installer  application  does  all  the  work  for  you,  and  it  puts  all  the  data  files  where 
they  belong  on  your  hard  drive.  Before  you  install  FMSS,  check  to  see  that  your  computer  has  the  following 
minimum  system  requirements:

Opening  a  Database 

Before  you  can  start  recording  data  into  FMSS,  you  will  need  to  open  a  database.  You  can  open  an 
existing  database  either  at  the  opening  screen  or  from  the  File  menu. 

To  open  a  database  from  the  opening  screen  follow  these  steps: 

When  you  first  open  FMSS  a  screen  will  appear  asking  you  if  you  want  to  open  an  existing  database.

Creating  a  Unit

When  you  select  a  region  and  country,  FMSS  will  load  a  “Disease  Threat  Library  ”  which  includes  all  the 
known  endemic  infectious  diseases  for  that  country.  This  is  done  to  increase  the  Bayesian  probability  of  a 
correct  diagnosis  when  using  Signs  and  Symptoms  by  eliminating  those  diseases  with  similar 
symptomatology  but  are  known  not  to  occur  in  that  particular  country. 

FMSS  will  automatically  insert  the  country  name,  latitude,  and  longitude  in  the  appropriate  locations,  and 
load  a  set  of  reports  specific  to  the  country  selected.  These  reports  are  available  by  selecting  the  Report(s) 
option  button. 

To  view  country-specific  reports  follow  the  steps  below:

Recording  Patient  Data 

Before  you  can  record  basic  demographics  or  assign  a  diagnosis  to  an  individual,  you  must  first  create  a 
database  and  unit.  For  instructions  on  creating  a  new  database  and  unit,  see  Chapter  2,  Installation  and  Setup. 

Demographics 

Demographic  data  are  entered  from  the  Demographics  menu.  If  the  patient  has  never  been  entered  into 
FMSS  you  will  need  to  enter  demographic  information  before  entering  Sick-call  data.

2.  Enter  the  patient’s  social  security  number  in  the  SSN:  text  edit  box.  FMSS  will  automatically  insert 
separators  after  the  first  three  numbers  and  before  the  last  four  numbers. 

3.  Type  the  patient’s  last  name  in  the  Last  Name:  text  edit  box. 

4.  Type  the  patient’s  first  initial  in  the  First  Initial:  text  edit  box. 

5.  Type  the  patient’s  birth  date  in  the  DOB  (dd-mm-yy)  text  edit  box.  Dates  should  be  entered  in  the 
following  format:  day,  month,  year  (dd-mm-yy).  FMSS  will  automatically  insert  separators  between  the 
day  and  the  month. 
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The  options  Male ,  US  Marine  Corps,  E-1,  and  Combatant  are  default  settings.  If  you  want  to  change 

the  settings  follow  steps  6  through  10  for  instructions. 

6.  Click  on  the  mate  or  female  option  in  the  Sex  option  box. 

7.  Click  on  the  white ,  black,  or  other  option  in  the  Race  option  box. 

8.  Select  a  military  branch  (US  Marine  Corps,  US  Natty,  US  Army,  US  Air  Force)  from  the  Branch  list  box. 

9.  Scroll  through  the  Rank  list  box  by  using  the  arrows  or  scroll  bar  until  the  patient’s  rank  appears.

There  are  several  ways  you  can  enter  a  diagnosis  for  a  patient.  You  can  select  a  general  category  from  the 
Major  Reporting  Categories  list  box.  You  can  use  Signs  and  Symptoms  to  derive  a  diagnosis  or  select 
from  a  comprehensive  list  of  illness  and  injuries  under  ICD-9  Disease  List  or  GIDEON  Disease  List. 

Selecting  a  Major  Reporting  Category 

If  you  do  not  know  the  specific  disease  but  want  to  categorize  the  patient’s  aliment,  you  can  select  a 
category  from  the  Major  Reporting  Categories  scrolling  list  box.  (There  are  24  Major  Reporting 
Categories;  see  Appendix  B  for  a  complete  list  available  in  FMSS). 

For  example,  a  patient  comes  in  with  a  rash,  and  you  cannot  identify  the  disease  and  are  not  properly 
trained  as  a  clinician.  You  have  the  option,  however,  to  categorize  the  aliment  by  selecting  Dermatological 
from  the  Major  Reporting  Categories  list  box.  To  select  a  Major  Reporting  Category  follow  these 
instructions: 
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1.  From  the  “New  Diagnosis-Patient's  name  (SSX)”  dialog  box,  scroll  through  the  Major  Reporting 
Categories  list  box  until  the  category  you  want  appears.  Highlight  the  category  name.

The  Signs  and  Symptoms  dialog  box  allows  you  to  select  from  a  primary  and  secondary  list  of 
signs /symptoms  and  laboratory  results  (if  available)  to  derive  a  probability-based  diagnosis.  Primary 
signs /symptoms  are  listed  with  a  plus  (+)  sign.  Click  on  the  plus  (+)  sign  to  expand  the  secondary 
signs/ symptoms.  Once  the  symptomatology  and  laboratory  findings  are  entered  for  your  patient,  the 
input  is  processed  by  a  Bayesian  matrix,  and  compatible  diagnoses  are  presented  in  order  of  probability. 
FMSS  also  highlights  any  potential  biological  weapons  agents  in  yellow  that  appear  on  this  list. 


2.  After  you  have  selected  all  the  primary  and  secondary  signs  and  symptoms  click  OK

The  push  buttons  located  on  the  nght-hand  side  of  the  dialog  box  (Profiles,  Information  Distribution, 
and  CCDM)  contain  additional  information  to  help  you  make  an  accurate  diagnosis.  The  following 
explains  each  push  button. 

Profiles:  If  you  need  to  profile  the  differential  list  of  diseases  by  Agents,  Vectors,  Reservoirs,  or  Vehicles, 
select  the  Profiles  push  button  under  Listed  Diseases.  Here  you  can  quickly  determine  the 
epidemiological  profile  of  any  of  the  diseases  listed. 

Information:  More  information  is  provided  for  each  disease  by  first  selecting  a  particular  disease  then 
clicking  the  Information  push  button  on  the  right.  This  loads  up  additional  epidemiological  data 
concerning  that  particular  disease. 

Distribution:  the  Distribution  push  button  will  list  all  the  countries  in  the  world  where  this  disease  is 
known  to  occur. 

CCDM  The  CCDM  push  button  will  bring  up  the  current  Control  of  Communicable  Disease  Manual '  which 
provides  very  detailed  information  on  all  the  known  infectious  and  parasitic  diseases  of  the  world.  It 
includes  information  on  Identification,  Infectious  agent,  Occurrence,  Reservoir,  Mode  of  transmission, 
Incubation  period.  Period  of  communicability,  Susceptibility  and  resistance,  Preventive  measures,  Control 
of  patient.  Contacts  and  the  immediate  environment.  Epidemic  measures,  Disaster  implications,  and 
International  measures.  Once  you  have  determined  the  most  likely  diagnosis,  select  the  Suspected, 
Confirmed,  or  Classify  option.  The  following  three  options  are  explained  below. 

Note:  You  can  highlight  any  of  the  diseases  that  appear  in  this  list ,  right-click  the  mouse  to  copy ,  and  past  it  in  the  Find  box 
of  CCDM  to  go  directly  to  that  particular  disease. 

•  Confirmed::  is  selected  if  the  Bayesian  probability  is  >80%  or  if  you  feel  reasonably  certain  that  you 
have  selected  the  right  diagnosis. 

•  Suspected:  is  used  by  the  program  to  help  establish  an  epidemiologicaUy  linked  case  to  those  cases 
having  a  more  definitive  diagnosis,  either  through  laboratory  results  or  other  supporting  evidence. 

•  Classify:  uses  a  sophisticated  algorithm  to  cluster  individuals  who  have  similar  signs  and  symptoms, 
but  do  not  have  enough  supporting  evidence  to  assign  a  reasonable  diagnosis.  Classify  is  used  by  the 
program  to  help  establish  a  case  definition  for  those  individuals  based  on  their  presenting  signs  and 
symptoms.
